SUBJECT:  DelGgr.tion  of  Authority  to  Administratively  Approve  Vouchers. 


Inquiries  have  been  received  regarding  the  delegation  of  authority  to 
administratively  approve  various  documents  during  periods  when  the 
Agricultural  Attache  is  absent  from  his  post. 

Accounting  Instructions  to  Agricultural  Attaches  and  Accounting  Procedures 
for  Operations  of  the  Agricultural  Attache  Program,  both  dated  July  1, 

1955,  shoii  generally  the  class  of  documents  that  should  be  approved  by  the 
Agricultural  Attache,  or  his  designee,  Nhen  such  designation  is  necessary, 
a member  of  the  Attache's  staff  could  be  assigned  such  duties.  Such  desig- 
nation should  be  made  in  X'/riting  to  the  appropriate  Adrainistrative  Officer 
and  Authorized  Certifying  Officer  at  the  Post,  uith  a copy  to  the  Budget 
and  Finance  Division,  FAS/ Washington.  Any  delegation  of  authority  should 
be  held  to  a grade  level  consistent  vriLth  good  adi-.rLnistration,  keeping  in 
mind  the  responsibility  attached  to  the  administrative  approval  of  such 
documents. 

In  those  instances  uhere  the  Agricultural  Attache  may  be  the  only  U.  S, 

FAS  employee  at  the  post,  this  delegation  of  authority  may  be  given  to  an 
officer  of  the  Embassy  staff  uho  will  accept  this  responsibility  during 
the  Attache's  absence  from  the  post. 

In  cases  liiere  it  is  necessary  to  delegate  author itj’’  to  approve  docrunents 
covering  e;cpenditures  of  foreign  currencies  under  an  allotment  made  to 
the  Agricultural  Attache  such  delegation  should  be  to  an  Assistant  Agri- 
cultural Attache,  At  a post  where  there  is  no  Assistant  Agricultural 
Attache  the  delegation  may  be  made  to  the  Adrainistrative  Officer  or  other 
responsible  officer  of  the  Embass3^  staff  who  xjould  be  in  a position  to 
assume  the  additional  duties  during  the  Agricultural  Attache's  absence 
from  the  post.
